
Results of campus safety survey shows UML community feels safe on campus 


Survey says UML campus safer than city 


I Survey finds UMass 
Lowell administration 
adequately addresses 
safety issues

Dr. Don Hummer of the 
Criminal Justice Department at 
UMass Lowell has recently 
released results of an extensive 
survey of concerns and percep¬ 
tions of safety on this campus. 
Hummer, who conducted similar 
surveys on over 600 campuses 
nationwide, questioned students, 
faculty and staff in the spring of 
2000. According to Hummer, he 
has seen very few schools simi¬ 
lar to UMass Lowell with more 
positive results. 

The purpose of the survey was 
to help administration to assess 
security needs, and to assist in 
allocating resources to improve 
on these needs. 

Overall, the results show that 
the UMass community feels sate 
in its surroundings. More than 
84 percent of those surveyed 
said that they consider UMass 
Lowell’s campus to be safer 
than the city of Lowell, and 60 
percent felt that safety is not at 
all a consideration in working at 
or attending UML. 

Although 69 percent of those 


surveyed feel “safe” or “very 
safe” walking alone on campus, 
an excess of 70 percent agree 
that parking lots are the most 
unsafe areas. The university has 
attempted to combat this prob¬ 
lem with emergency boxes 
which line the lots. Of those 
questioned, 78.5 percent were 
familiar with the emergency 
phones, but that number 
dropped 10 percent when com¬ 
pared to those who would be 
able to locate an emergency 
phone if they needed to. 

The university has also taken 
steps to improve campus safety 
by expanding the Escort Service 
to vans rather than a walking 
service. Over 70 percent of 
those surveyed said they were 
aware of the Escort Service, but 
95 percent have never utilized 
the service. 

More than 75 percent have 
spoken with a UML police offi¬ 
cer. and of that 75 percent. 90 
percent found the outcome of 
0^ coJivasrtUoi^auai'l^r. . 
“positive.” But the most com¬ 
mon issue that faculty, staff and 
students felt needed to be 
addressed was the lack of a 
police presence on campus. 

Overall, three quarters of 
those surveyed feels the univer¬ 
sity does adequately address 
safety concerns on campus. 
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The university has placed emergency call boxes all over campus, but the 
inset shows a closer look.

UMass Lowell residents and 
students who use the South 
Campus dining hall have been 
treated to extensive changes in 
both atmosphere and food ser¬ 
vice. 


These changes began over the 
summer, but continued into the 
first week of classes. The most 
visible change is the new 
fenced-in outdoor dining area. 
The patio is lined by bark mulch 
and is complimented by plants, 
tables with sun umbrellas and a 
working waterfall from the 
rooftop. Hundreds of students 


have already enjoyed this alter¬ 
native dining experience, which 
gives students the opportunity to 
dine outside in a comfortable 
atmosphere and enjoy the 
weather while it lasts. 

Another change just complet¬ 
ed last week is a new dining 
room that houses the burger bar. 
Walls were knocked down and 


new windows were installed. 

The room is now filled with 
small tables and a bar with 
stools in order to give this area a 
“cafe” look. It is an excellent 
way for small groups and indi¬ 
viduals to escape the often hec¬ 
tic main dining room. 

ARAMARK food service 
director Chris Monti said the 
new look was inspired by the 
students. Many people said they 
needed more seating, especially 
during peak times at lunch and 
dinner. ARAMARK sprung into 
action, adding close to 100 new 
seats. 

Monti also pointed out some¬ 
thing many students might have 
overlooked: the salad bar has 
been enlarged. Many beans, tofu 
and other proteins have been 
added to the ARAMARK menu 
for vegetarians and vegans, who 
have often complained of their 
lack of dining options. 

ARAMARK encourages stu¬ 
dents to make requests and sug¬ 
gestions in order to improve ser¬ 
vice to UMass students. All din¬ 
ing areas are equipped with sug¬ 
gestion boxes for that purpose.

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Revisions to double major policies

Last year, some of our student 
leaders found the University’s 
double major policies to be 
unfair and brought this to the 
attention of the administration. 
The number of credits students 
were required to have outside of 
both majors caused them to 
need one extra semester to grad¬ 
uate. A resolution was proposed 
by the Student Government 
Association's Academic Adairs 
Committee, which was at the 
time chaired by Brandon Holley. 
The resolution requested a 
review of University policy to 
allow most double major stu¬ 


dents a better chance of graduat¬ 
ing in the same amount of time 
as single majors. The resolution 
passed the Student Government 
Senate, the Faculty’s 
Undergraduate Policy 
Committee, the Faculty Senate, 
and was finally presented to and 
approved by Chancellor William 
T. Hogan. 

Dr. Rahmeier. the Associate 
Provost for Academic Affairs, 
explains that the basis of the old 
policy is that a minimum 
amount of credits outside the 
student'* concentration imajor; 
would allow the student to 
obtain a broader field of study 
outside of his or her major. 

With the revised policy, double 
major students must fulfill the 


following requirements in order 
to graduate: A minimum of 120 
credits; Requirements estab¬ 
lished by each of their majors; 
General Education require¬ 
ments; and Requirements of 
their specific College (e.g. for 
the College of Arts and 
Sciences, an intermediate level 
proficiency in a foreign lan¬ 
guage is required for most 
majors). 

There is no longer a specific 
number of credits needed out¬ 
side both majors, however, 
because *omc major* require ^ 
more credits than others, not all 
double major students are guar¬ 
anteed to graduate on time.

The Merrimack Repertory 
Theatre opens its 2000-2001 
reason with a poignant and hys¬ 
terical comedy from the undis¬ 
puted King of Comedy, Neil 
Sinon. Last of the Red Hot 
Low ers takes a funny and 
endearing look at the sexual rev¬ 
olution of the 70's and its effect 
on the “universe” of the so- 
called “average” Joe. 

La st of the Red Hot Lovers is 
the story of Barney Cashman 
< piayed by Bruce Ward) and his 
disastrous and unavailing battle 
to join the sexual revolution. 
Barney is a 47-year old owner 
of a family seafood restaurant 
w ho has been married for twen¬ 
ty-three years. His only pre-mar- 
ltal sexual experience was a 
brief encounter with an aging 
tart in Newark, New Jersey. For 
years he has been hearing about 
sex and freedom; now he has 
decided that he needs to cheat 
for the betterment of his human 
understanding - and to get the 
smell of fish out of his heart. He 
receives three chances from 
three different women with a 
point of rendezvous at his moth¬ 


er’s apartment. 

Bruce Ward's portrayal of the 
neurotic Barney Cashman is at 
times brilliant. The laughs flow 
until you want to jump up and 
shout “Stop, it hurts.” Ward 
works exceptionally well with 
M. Lynda Robinson (Elaine 
Navazio), whose fiendishly 
funny accent is cleverly commu¬ 
nicated. Between Barney 
smelling his fingers every five 
seconds and Elaine going 
through nicotine withdrawal, the 
First Act is non-stop laughter. 

The cast is rounded off 
remarkably with Stephanie 
Dorian (Bobbi Michele) and 
Chloe Leamon (Jeanette Fisher). 
But, it’s Ward who really pulls 
the show together. Each act is 
superbly played by Ward; he 
remains so in character, you 
don't always know what he’s 
saying during his neuroticism- 
driven drivel. 

If you have never seen a play 
staged by David Zoffoli you 
have never seen true Theatre. 
Zoffoli, a modem master, has a 
unique way of directing that 
makes all who work with him 
truly content even when they 
don't like or understand why 
they are doing it.

Uncovering Plantation Slavery in the North 

Intrigued by a New York Times article describing efforts to 
uncover the secrets of slave life on a 1650 Shelter Island 
plantation in New York. UML history major Gerald Hayes 
fired off an e-mail to the archaeologist spearheading research 
at the site, Dr. Stephen Mrozowski of UMass Boston. While 
familiar with the enslavement of Africans in the South, 
Hayes, like most Americans, knew nothing of plantation 
slavery in the North. Hayes’s e-mail to Dr. Mrozowski result¬ 
ed in an invitation to visit two archaeological sites this past 
summer, the Shelter Island site off Long Island and another 
site near Williamsburg, Virginia. At the Virginia site, archae¬ 
ologists are uncovering the Rich Neck Plantation-a plantation 
that grew to over 4.000 acres by 1650. Hayes learned that 
these sites are yielding crucial information on the role of 
Africans in early American culture. Among his many impres¬ 
sive accomplishments, Hayes also arranged an interview with 
Historian Ira Berlin, an advisor at the Shelter Island site and 
one of the nation’s leading authorities on slavery. Hayes will 
shape all of his first-hand experiences into a History Honors 
Thesis. Hayes underwrote his travels with support from the 
Dennberg Learning Fund and he has arranged for Dr. 
Mrozowski to share his path breaking work with the students 
and staff of UML on September 28 at 2:30-3:45 PM in 
Cobum Hall, Room 205, South Campus. For more informa¬ 
tion, contact Caryn Cosse Bell at Ext.
